-EXAGGERATED ESTIMATES. 


The Fatalities by the Minnesota Storm 


Not so Numerous as Reported. 


WKII.S, Minn., June 17.—To-night for 


the first time .since the great storm of 
Wednesday struck southern Minnesota 
a correct estimate can be made of the 
loss of human life. 
Happily the num- 


ber of dead is very much smaller than 
the exaggerated estimates of last night 
would indicate 
The daughter of Chas. 


Melchavt died this morning, bringing 
the death list up to an even half 
do/.cn for tho three counties in which 
the tornado struck the earth. Nobody 
was killed except at Minnesota Lake, 
flve miles northwest of here in Fari-i 
bault county, and east of that point in 
Hartlnnd townhsip, Freoborn county. 
At the latter point over a dozen people 
were injured, but only Andrew Han- 
som, 
a farm hand, was killed 
He 


stopped in n. barn which blew over and 
crushed him. 


The dead nt Minnesota Lake arc John 


Frown, Mrs John Latusek, Henry 
Fietrus, and Alice and Mary Melchert. 


The exaggerations of Thursday were 


quite natural mving to the railway and 
telegraph 
ehaos occasioned by the 


storm. 
For twenty-four hours trains 


were unable to move and for a longer 
period telegraph service was in a state 
of paralysis 
As soon as the trains be- 


gan to move, the trainmen began to re- 
late what they knew iiml what they 
had heard and thosu who heard tho 
stories told (hem to others and they 
gained rapidly In their travels 
Corres- 


pondents of the Twin city papers sent 
out accounts from Shorbonrne, Fair 
mount, Jackson, Wells, 
Blue Earth 


City, Manltato and Albert Lea. Each 
had only hearsay evidence and their 
libts i-efcrred in the main to deaths in 
the same localities, although Vho names 
wero often so garbled as not to be 
recognized as referring to the same 
people The aggregate made up a list 
of nearly fifty dead and with the rumors 
a list of nearly 100 was made up. In 
all of thc> early i eporth it was stated 
that a schoolhousc had beon blown 
down in Martin county and that a 
teacher and hixtt-cn pupils had been 
killed 
This story, sifted, is as follows 


What is known as Kilverthorn school- 
house, soven miles northwest of Shor- 
bourne, was blown down on Wednes- 
day and Miss O'Hare, the teacher, and 
flve or six of her pupils wore Injured, 
none of them seriously. The losses to 
crops, 
buildings, telegraph, railway 


and mill property in half a dozen coun- 
ties is, however, not exaggerated. It

Protection was again triumphant, but 
tbe south was still lighting with cheap 
and slave labor in the south and free and 
well-paid labor in the north. In I860 
Abraham Lincoln was elected. 
Onr 


southern brothers then went out of tbe 
union and set up housekeeping for them- 
selves, establishing tbe Southern Confed- 
eracy with headquarters at Montgomery, 
Ala. 
Here Mr. Cannon read the "tariff 


platform" of the south, which was: "No 
bounty should be granted from tbe treas- 
ury nor shall any duty or tax on impor- 
tations from foreign nations be laid to 
promote or foster any branch of indus- 
try." The speaker added that during 
the McKinley campaign in Ohio he had 
read that same quotation, when a Demo- 
oral in the audience interrupted to say, 
"Yon are mistaken. That is part ot tha 
Ohio Democratic platform." (Laughter.) 
The speaker wonld not abuse the south- 
ern people; they were brave and cour- 
ageous, but they were simply mistaken. 
Xbe people ot tbe north had n diversified 
industry, and but for the horrors of the 
war, 
the loss ot life and tbe suffering, the 


country north was far better off at the 
close of tbe war than at the beginning of 
tbe struggle. With the close ot the war 
and the revenne tariff doctrine shot to 
death, one wonld have supposed that its 
supporters wonld have been wiped ont; 
but no, they came up smiling again 
with the old cry—sell in the dearest 
market and buy in the cheapest. It does 
seem that they won't die and don't seem 
to learn anything. (Laughter.) The Re- 
publican party took oharge of govern- 
ment affairs and enacted a tariff law and 
it has been there ever since. (Applause.)
